For years now I’ve been digging around for nuggets 
and boulders of Meltzer’s words- whether they were brilliant or dull, all blurbs, pieces and assorted writs 
were aureate in my eyes. Still are! 


It brings me great pleasure to present, though by no means comprehensive — 
“The Richard Meltzer Bibliography.” Here goes. 


Oh, some pseudonyms to know; some used, some only alluded to; Borneo Jimmy [Dupre]. Lar Tusb. (Not 
The) Audie Murphy Jr., Mr. VOM, Applejack Meltzer... lesser ones; Fort Gray O’Hunky, Bob Aab, Steve 
Zwint, Walter Whiz, the Night Writer (Writes Only at Night) ... alterations of Richard such as Rolf or 
Roland, etc; ditto with Meltzer becoming... well, use your imagination (and check out a copy of The Night 
(Alone)) aaaaaand we are on our way! 


First, let’s get the obvious out in the open. 
AUTHORED BOOKS 


The Aesthetics Of Rock — Something Else / Da Capo — “Dedicated to Roni Hoffman (you remember her)” 
.. “Cover photo of Jim Morrison by Ken Greenberg.” ... 1970 ... published in good company on Something 
Else along w/ John Cage, Marshall McLuhan and Gertrude Stein ... dig the New Musical Express picture of 
Mick Jagger and Marianne Faithfull. | went through this one later. | started off with Autumn Rhythm and 
his Whore... collection if you can believe it. Was Gulcher in the mix there too? Yes. Anyway, | came to 
AoR later, and | was slow getting to philosophy, presocratics and stuff like that- but after talking to 
Richard on the phone off and on for a year or so now I’ve been able to grok what he’s saying more here. 
His whole bit about tongues is inventive and crucial to much of what comes later in appreciating singles 
and such. The second edition has a Daniel Johnston illustration on the cover (he said the book was about 
The Beatles!) as well as an introduction by Greil Marcus, although Meltzer wanted Billy Altman, | think. 
AoR began as A Sequel: Tomorrow's Not Today at Stony Brook college. 


Gulcher - Post=Rock Cultural Pluralism in America (1649=1980/1993) - Straight Arrow / Citadel 
Underground, Published by Carol Publishing Group / DENOEL X-TREME (in French!) Le pluralism post- 
rock en Amerique (1649-1993) ... Traduit de l’americain par Julia Dorner ... “Dedicated to Memphis Sam 
Pearlman” in 1972, with book design credit going to Jon Goodman (who did design work for OZ 
magazine, a neat publication) ... other names on the back page; “Editorial/Production: Edmund Fawcett, 
Barbara Burgower, Dian Aziza Ooka, Michael Kinney, Katy Wolff, Vickie Jackson [wonder what they did..?] 
Mulcher: Douglas Mount, Vulture: Alan Rinzler” ... the 1990 edition of Gulcher was dedicated “This time, 
for Donald Goodman, Don Goodman, Dr. Don Goodman (he taught me well).” The introduction in second 
edition is by Lester Bangs (posthumously) and Blaise Cendrars (in Paris, 1972, ahahaha). It’s a book that 
launched... much. AN IMPORTANT BOOK. More accessible than Aesthetics as it is post-collegiate minded 
and spills over to the rock and post-rock crowds. It’s almost a demonstrative how-to in just getting things 
DONE and writ. Even the last chapter encourages you to create your own bit! 


L.A. Is The Capital Of Kansas: Painful Lessons in Post-New York Living — Harmony Books, a division of 
Crown Publishers — 1988 ...mine has two inscriptions:

The Night (Alone) — Little, Brown and Company — 1995 — Dedicated “TO ME (and | don’t mean you) ... | 
had this one signed by Richard on Monday, May 9°" in 2016 at Turn, Turn, Turn! in Portland, Oregon. The 
inscription: WADE — THIS IS A BOOK | CAN STILL STAND. THANX FOR HAVING A COPY! Richard Meltzer, 
signed. He read lots of poems and pomes and his Mother’s Day piece (he was born on Mother’s Day) for 
his 70°" birthday. Sometime later in the night he said it was his best birthday ever. He ate some of my 
potato chips halfway through his set during a brief intermission. At one point he even wore the Mr. Vom 
mask/hood! What a great freaking night. Anyway, this is one of Richard’s finest books: a Novel. It’s highly 
considered, it’s filmy, it’s smutty, it extrapolates previous texts taking things to crazy degrees. Truth 
warps and distorts, yielding high fiction. Jacket design by Steve Snider, photo of Meltzer by Jerry Bauer. 


A Whore Just Like The Rest — Da Capo Press, A Member of the Perseus Books Group —2000, dedicated 
“to Greg Burk, a true, true friend among the living, and Claude Bessy, the roaring, flaming son of some 
godless god, now just another stiff” ... well, ALREADY you’re in for some kind of wonderful! Now lookit- 
plenty of magazine, newsprint and assorted material appear here. This is good. His writs are equal parts 
conceptual experiments and expressions that invade any sort of pulp or printed matter. Namely papers, 
weeklies, monthlies, freebies, sometimes quality mags, book collections, and he had the great sense to 
keep pretty much everything. He could execute a few more collections of this stature if the WORLD only 
permitted it. But hey- that’s what I’M here for now! To find so many other assorted chunks. Cover design 
by Steven Cooley, text design by Jeff Williams. 


Autumn Rhythm — Da Capo — 2003.. dedicated “To Malcolm Cross, to Hopper, and to all my friends who 
got me through, well, you know what...” Meltzer’s last major published book. Lots of great stories and 
pomes and play ... his Mother’s Day piece, his piece on the 1900s... his meetings with and recollections 
of Bukowski. | have three versions. Two softcovers, one hardcover. One of the softcovers is an advance 


reading copy, and the hardcover shares the same cover image of an old couple humping, groping etc; 
design by Jeff Williams. The OTHER softcover is designed by Jeff Williams and features a photo of Meltzer 
taken by Mark KohIman- this is my favorite version of this book. Great design and packaging. But anyway, 
“Musings on time, tide, aging, dying and such biz” along with many San Diego Reader pieces finally 
cemented the idea in my mind that Meltzer is thee top-tier writer for me, and hundreds of others that 
I’ve engaged with can agree. Should be thousands, and it should be the shared consensus, RIGHT! NOW! 


Here we have the less obvious. All of these, besides Holes, were part of his LA excursion. Well actually 
Holes is largely made up of San Diego Reader material, so... 


AUTHORED BOOKS -— Small Press, Chapbooks... 


17 Insects Can Die In Your Heart — good verse and bad from Richard Meltzer’s golden decade (1968-83) 
-Ouija Press — 1982 ... mine says “WERRY XMAS DEARIE! Richard Bruce Meltzer, signed, XXX” Some of 
these poems had appeared earlier in OUIJA MADNESS PRESS (small book press that put out Scott 
Wannberg, Amy Gerstler and Kim Rosenfield, Bukowski among others... the common-named David Smith 
ran it) as well as in STUFF (a stylishish Melrose rag/paper, to be specific... Steve Samiof ran it) ...cover 
photo of sandals on brick sidewalk taken by SHEREE LEVIN. Back cover photo of Meltzer, ANNA STATMAN 
photo credit. Photos inside from Roni Hoffman, Elihu M. Meltzer, Esther B. Meltzer, Chuck Krall... concept 
and design by Marilyn Oaks Smith. This book could have been called SECRET CIGAREEN (which | hear tell 
might have also been a title for a TV book, which also might have been Borneo Jimmy material) or Never 
Enough Leg (which was recycled) or several other good titles. This book is “DEDICATED TO MS. FORREST” 
i.e Irene Cagen Forrest. It’s pomes, verse, and it’s good. Verse and bad. The photos are, well, present! 
That really clinches it. Other books of this smaller press variety wouldn’t be so lucky. My copy has 
written corrections by Meltzer himself in the margins. 


Post-Natal Trash — Book One of Caned Out: The Authorized Autobiography of Richard Meltzer - 
Illuminati — ...mine has a written note, SAMES — FAMILY READING FOR A FAMILY PERSON. CAN BE READ 
ALOUD AT BEDTIME OR SUNDAY BRUNCH. Richard Meltzer ’84,” signed ... dedication: “For | dunno, how 
about somebody dead, say Lester?” Family. Nancy Meltzer (sis), Esther B Meltzer (mom), Elihu Mueller 
Meltzer (dad). Interesting thing- Meltzer’s pics were lost while this book was initially getting put 
together, so in place of photos, Meltzer describes the photos. And | don’t mean they are captioned- the 
captions are also present, in addition to text describing the photos in-depth in the field of where photos 
should actually be. An interesting quirk. Another thing! There is a tape of Meltzer reading from this book 
at AL’s Bar, and that’s what it’s called... The Post-Natal Trash Reading — Selections from Caned Out: The 
Authorized Autobiography of Richard Meltzer recorded at AL'S BAR ... available on YouTube and 
archive.org. The crowd loves it! Matt Groening claimed to have a xerox copy of Caned Out that he 
somehow lost and found again later at a garage sale. 


Prickly Heat and Cold - Book Two of Caned Out: The Authorized Autobiography of Richard — IIluminati 
... 1984, dedicated to Nick [Tosches] / east, Bill [Reed] / west and Randal [High] / south just in case you 
wondered. This one is kind of a blind spot for me, as the text is smaller and more condensed. But trudge 
on, let’s soak it up ... Caned Out was a whole book, already typeset, see? Gonna be published by 
Outerbridge & Dienstfrey, yeah? But they fugged it up somehow. So we get these two parts only from 
IIluminati, who had their own problems, | guess. This and Post-Natal Trash. Takeaways: the North Shore 


Pennysaver was what/where Richard learned to steal “form” from [I have to add that when | was in the 
Navy on the USS Abraham Lincoln, the sheets | worked on were the Penny Saver and the Penny Press... 
get it?] ...neat! We all start somewhere. This one is more of a scramble than Post-Natal with even more 
missing photos w/ replaced text- | should note that later on in this bibliography there is a Fusion 
magazine worth seeing that does includes less than a tenth of the items he lost, I’d venture to guess. Or 
maybe they had other stuff they didn’t lose. 


Richard Meltzer’s Guide to the Ugliest Buildings of Los Angeles — Pictograms published by Illuminati — 
...1984, dedicated “To my parents (both).” Photography by Richard Meltzer, design by Eric Daniels and 
Lou Minotti (heh!) ... an earlier version of this material appeared in The Los Angeles Reader. And man oh 
MAN would | love to see those. This is a pretty expensive book to purchase online, but hey... simply 
search for this title at The Richard Meltzer Fanclub via Twitter and it’ll come right up. And you should, 
because this is a book with lots of great pictures of ugly buildings. If | had more time in Los Angeles, I’d 
see if any of these monsters are still standing. 


Frankie, volumes 1 and 2 (with Nick Tosches) — Tall Tales #3 — The One-Handed Literature of Illuminati — 
1984 — “For Dave Newberger, who can dig it.” in part 1, “For Billy of Carmine Street.” in part 2 ... “Though 
the “real” names of so-called public figures are used throughout the text, this is totally a work of fiction; 
in all the works of Tolstoy, Shakespeare and Zane Grey you will not find a column inch more wantonly 
fictional than the least so of ours. We made it all up — based on nothing but our vivid imagination(s). You 
can’t sue!” Totally fab detective story that | think owes a bit spiritually to “And The Hippos Were Boiled In 
Their Tanks” by Kerouac and Burroughs, but that’s just what comes to mind. Guess what? A tape of 
Richard reading this material in 1985 is on YouTube! So check that out. It’s in two parts. 


A Sitting Duck For Your Tender, Loving Spiked Heel On My Scrotum — Regular Joe books, Illuminati — 
1987 ... the most marginal piece of L.A. material | know of, it is a pamphlet with two reviews that are 
affixed in a sort of inner><outer style word-for-word... like you can read both at once or read each review 
one ata time by fixating on every other word. It’s a neat lil’ exercise. The texts also begin and end 
abruptly, suggesting atemporality or something... no dedications. You can also find this text in the book 
Against Expression which includes two other Meltzer pieces. Doing that costs less, and again you can see 
the actual pamphlet at The Richard Meltzer Fanclub if you search for it. 


Holes: A Book Not Entirely About Golf — A Neophyte’s Idiot-Rant (An Essay And Some Poems) - Future 
Tense Books — 1999 first printing, 2000 second printing... dedication says “For Jimmy, Todd, Katherine 
and Ed. And Mac. And Rob.” I’m guessing that the Katherine mentioned is Katherine Dunn, but | can’t be 
positive. Book design by Kevin Sampsell, cover design by Marty Kruse. “What Is This Thing Called Golf?” 
was first published by The San Diego Reader in 1987 and it’s available online, with photos/illustrations. | 
have both printings- they look slightly different. The first edition is finer, darker My first edition is 
signed... “PETER — HERE’S ANOTHER ONE. (DON’T ASK ONE WHAT?) Richard” The poem section is called 
SAVAGE MEAT (1999). My second copy is unsigned. One title option may have been Princess Di’s 
Asshole and Cunny and a Ten Year Old Piece About Golf. 


ALLUDED AND ELUDED - books burned, cannibalized and yet to be... 


A Sequel: Tomorrow's Not Today — which became The Aesthetics of Rock. 


Rin Tin Tin’s Asshole and Penis — 1000 pages submitted to the people making the Assembling art-books. 
This might take a little explaining... basically, Assembling asked various people to submit 1000 copies of 
one page for them to bind together into “assemblies” ... makes sense, but naturally Meltzer sends in 
1000 pages of trash, which included an unpublished novel. Of course, if you had only one copy of 
Assembling then you only get one junk page by Meltzer. Details were found for Assembling here, in an 
issue of Nola Express, via Richard Kostelanetz: 


..| found as much as | could regarding 
Assembling, but it’s not necessary to pursue much more. If you have a copy with a page that looks like 
Meltzer scrawl or type, I’d still be interested in seeing it, but whatever... getting back to “Rin Tin Tin’s 
Asshole and Penis”- the title was also repurposed for the Lar Tusb film (or vice-versa?) “Mick Jagger’s 
Asshole and Penis” which is black and white, silent, 10 minutes of found footage or something. Have not 
seen, but the films of Lar Tusb are a discussion for another time. 


Late Great — dead rock people, and lyrics about death? ... told to me by Meltzer. 


Soft Dull, or, Soft/Dull — first a novel, then the sports writings... pitched into an incinerator? Never 
successfully published by the publisher Lion Books. 


Secret Cigareen — TV writing book, Borneo Jimmy stuff? Fusion column. Always has been a potential title, 
as noted below. 


Never Enough Leg — some of this stuff made it into The Night (Alone). Much intentional “bad” writing. 
Other possible titles for 17 Insects Can Die In Your Heart — NON-TITLE FIGHT!!! 
SECRET CIGAREEN 

vs. 

VERY GOOD CHEDDAR IN HER TACO VOMIT 

vs. 

NEVER ENOUGH LEG 

vs. 

ONE HORSE UNIVERSE 

vs.

Winner: VERY GOOD CHEDDAR... Is the non-title of this book 


CANED OUT! The Authorized Autobiography — fugged up by Outerbridge (who shiftily called the book 
too libelous to print) & Dienstfrey (who left the company beforehand, causing issues). 


Fusion magazine proceeded to lose every family photo, personal letter, etc; 


Illuminati (Peter) picked up the ball then dropped the ball... these never materialized under their aegis: 


Boat Ride Down The Maguire — college days. 

No Place Like Hole — you can guess what this one is. 1970ish. 

Beatniks Over The Dimes — post-college, hanging out with creeps, stuff like that 
Gone Is The Day Of Wine — early days as a drinker, stuff like that 


Half Of Some Snot —everything that didn’t fit in any other section, including stuff like every football score 
remembered from 1970. 


Bottlecaps of North America — mentioned in the book “Mug Shots” ...may be a joke... maybe NOT. 


Tropic Of Nipples — a book of poems or pomes that never came out, but they were lewd, I’d think. It may 
be safe to say that if you’ve read or heard Richard’s poems, perhaps on the Spielgusher record or froma 

Nude Erections (like New Directions) recording, they might have ended up in those places. Some but not 
all, I’d venture to guess. | saw the proposed cover of it, once. It would have come out on Feral House! 


A Dust — a possible sequel to The Night (Alone). From Osmotic Tongue Pressure: /t doesn’t bug me that 
it’s [Gulcher’s] bad, it bugs me that it reads bad; that it hurts to read it. When | wrote it the purpose was 
to piss off editors. And | realized — mission accomplished. | did it, | pissed off editors. But | didn’t care 
enough... For instance, my next novel | had this idea that every third chapter | use the review of some 
unknown band that | did in 1972; a band that nobody heard of then, a band nobody remembers now. | 
was going to call my next book “A Dust.” | wanted to have examples of dust. So! go back and look at 
these reviews and I’d have to rewrite them, because every single one of them was written to piss off 
editors. | would like them to be quiet, pointless, not saying much and being dumb, but not being painful 
to read. Because if they’re painful to read, they’II stick out, they won’t be calm and they won’t be dust. 


A World That Don’t Exist — the Moby Richard tome. More about it below. 


Richard Meltzer's early work—The Aesthetics of Rock, etc —helped 
make sense of the 60s in real time. In more recent decades, Meltzer has 
made himself into a writer for the Ages. Asked for an update on his lat- 
est work, Meltzer reports that “A World That Don't Exist, my tngging 
goddam masterpiece (so called), is about | 1 or 12 days from being done 
(5-6 torturous years in the making) ... whoopee.” 


.. and that’s circa 2008. 


AUTHORED ZINES 
Pissdoodle — HAVE NOT SEEN! 


New Haven Nutmeg State Nut (or some variation of a title) — stuff originally submitted to Jon Tiven for 
New Haven Rock Press. 


AJAX — | have seen one copy of this, sent initially to Ed Ward. It’s good. On archive.org. There may have 
been more than one issue? It’s Meltzer, Hoffman and friends, all typewritten and hardly any visuals, 
EXCEPT for PUBIC HAIRS taped to the back page! That makes up for it. A copy of this is on archive.org. 


INCLUDED IN BOOK COLLECTIONS (dates and publishers mentioned when needed) 


US Magazine — A Paperback Magazine — 1969 and 1970 ... Meltzer appeared in #1 and #3. The first 
edition has a great boxing ramble, “Tommy Tibbs Pisses and You Know It” and while it’s great | don’t 
want to give anything away. The second article, TZ Glide - Lumpy Tomahawk Article,” is meant to look 
like a TV Guide layout with fake TV shows and stuff. Gives Soft White Underbelly a timeslot. Probably 
written during the Borneo Jimmy days. But it says “Richard Meltzer was born and raised in 
Independence, Mo. where he made his fortune in haberdashery. Among his best-known aphorisms are: 
“Show me,” and “Ceci n’est pas un tampon.” His new book, The Aesthetics Of Rock, has been banned in 
the Truman Memorial Library.” Usually cheap online if you want copies. 


No One Waved Good-bye — A Casualty Report On Rock and Roll — 1973 ...contains “Who’ll Be Next In 
Line?” and notes that Richard had recently completed his autobiography around this time. He’d leave 
New York in 1975 for Los Angeles. 


Altamont — The Forgotten Festival — Death of Inocence In The Woodstock Nation — 1970 ...contains the 
Lar Tusb story “The Terror Beyond Death” which may be the greatest achievement of Lar, besides his 
films, obviously, and his contribution to the San Diego Reader. 


The Catalog of Cool — R. Meltzer and Nick Tosches, among others, talk cool music and movies and drinks. 
Good looking book. Worth picking up. 


The Grateful Dead Reader — St. Stephen Revisited (and Beyond) ... if you like the Dead and Richard 
Meltzer, then you may love this! Check Whore... for other Dead bits. 


The Corners Are Glowing — Three EXCEPTIONAL reviews of cartoons- ahem, animation -by R. Meltzer. 


New York Calling: From Blackout to Bloomberg — BIG SHIT on NYC! Food is still good, though. 


First Of The Year: 2008 — IMPORTANT! Contains a piece from the unseen “A World That Don’t Exist” ... 
this one is a boxing story and a beer story. | think he borrowed a technique that Norman Mailer used for 
another boxing recap. Includes another piece from Autumn Rhythm as well. 


A Something Else Reader — Aesthetics of Rock excerpt... nice looking book, and fairly new too. 
Shake It Up: Great American Writing On Rock and Pop From Elvis to Jay Z — Aesthetics Of Rock excerpt... 


Rolling Stone Book Of The Beats — Meltzer throws the BIG BEATNIK BOOKSHELF at YOU! Probably the 
best beatnik report you'll ever get. “Another Superficial Piece About 158 Beatnik Books” 


The Punk Rock Book Of Lists — HE PELTS YOU with MORE BEAT BOOKS! “RICHARD MELTZER'S BEATNIK 
ROOTS OF PUNK: A READING LIST” A towering figure of Anglo-American cultural etc., Richard Meltzer is 
the father of rock criticism, the uncle of pizza criticism, and the second cousin of sumo criticism. 


Against Expression — conceptual record reviews of Meltzer. The same review that’s in A Sitting Duck For 
Your Tender, Loving Spiked Heel On My Scrotum is dubbed Maple Leaf Cowpoop Round-Up. Meltzer 
says: “Two ongoing texts, each combing a series of press-kit bios for Canadian country acts. To read 


linearly, stay on either the parenthetical or non-parenthetical track - you’ll be glad you did.” This book 
also includes two other conceptual exercises. It’s a big book and probably has other good stuff in it. 


Avant-Pop — features chapters from The Night (Alone). 


Faking It: The Quest For Authenticity In Popular Music — Heartbreak Hotel, authenticity, and Elvis 
Presley is the topic at hand here. 


The Age Of Rock, 1 & 2 —English Heavies, Jimi Hendrix and Pythagoras The Cave Painter, A. Warhol 
interview (shyaw!) and a Borneo Jimmy piece called “George Ratterman” (American Football Player) but 
he doesn’t get mentioned again till the end of the thing. 


Twenty Minute Fandangos and Forever Changes-— Stooges, Bo Diddley, Doors pieces... and other 
mentions. Worth having, though | don’t. Use archive.org. 


A Poke In The | and The Kingfisher Book Of Funny Poems-— Kids books? About text? Is this our Richard? | 
think it is! Concrete poems for all ages. 


A Friendly Game Of Poker — “A Pair Of Shit In Hell” is a card game that R. invented. He played it with Art 
Fein and friends. You too may learn how to play. 


Take My Advice: Letters To The Next Generation From People Who Know A Thing Or Two — SOME VERY 
DEEP SHIT! R. says there are no generations, and that we are in this miasma of life together. 
Paraphrased. 


The Village Voice Anthology — The VTR Betamax piece. This one | think is WAY important... lots of 
monster movie and gal pal references. Plus, it really shows a time and place regarding how one could 
save elements from television for later viewing, when, prior, it was usually possible to be a slave to 
television’s schedule, if you couldn’t live without it. Reading this is a joy. 


Literary Las Vegas: Portraits Of America's Most Fabulous City — Includes the piece “Who'll Stop The 
Wayne?” and this author description: RICHARD MELTZER is the grandfather (uncle?) of rock criticism, a 
genre he disowns with a passion, as well as the author of close to eleven books, including Gulcher and LA 
is the Capital of Kansas. He has spent the last six years on a seminal novel, The Night (Alone), for which 
either will or won't receive the National Book Award. 


Breakthrough Fictioneers: an Anthology — “Ship of Tubs,” a tale of a band getting into a shipwreck 
(oooooh noooo!) 


Let it Blurt: The life and Times of Lester Bangs, America's Greatest Rock Critic — classic pic of Richard 
putting gum in the ear of Lester, who is sleeping, plus one of Richard and Tosches, drinks in hand. Jim 
DeRogatis, the author of this one, mentions Meltzer’s visual art (such as a stillborn kitten entombed in a 
Tropicana orange-juice bottle filled with Jell-O) and his stints at Fusion and Crawdaddy, making life hell 
for John Mendelsohn and more.

FRAMPTON COMES ALIVE, COUNTRY PIE, 
THE NITTY GRITTY DIRT BAND, JAMES GANG, WILLIE NELSON, ELTON JOHN, VAN DYKE PARKS, THE FOUR 
TOPS and a bit about one of the STONES wearing a baseball cap that looked kind of like Meltzer’s- proof 
of his spreading influence obviously! | believe Eddie has got some Circus stories too: / read a Meltzer 
article in Circus called “This Eric ls No Derek,” a piece on Eric Burdon. It blew my mind! ... | re-read it and 
realized here was a very smart joker! 


Zoo World — notably bad, but R. made the best of it, methinks. The NED album review is pure something. 


Pop See Cul — the music mag in Montreal ran in part by Meltzer’s Canadian pal Juan Rodriguez. Some 
issues are available on archive.org. 


Enclitic — contains a piece from LA Is The Capital of Kansas. Nice pic of Meltzer, light beard, striped shirt, 
around 1988. 


CHIC — a Larry Flynt publication. Two issues at least, one on women wrestlers and boxers, and another 
with an excerpt, or perhaps a standalone piece, titled “17 Insects Can Die In Your Heart” — | don’t recall 
this stuff in the book, therefore it’s likely some heretofore unseen text (for me) circa January 2024. 


Playgirl — January 1981 and January 1982. Two previously unseen pieces- one called “What’s So Eternal 
About Female Mammaries?” and another titled “Coupling In The Year 2000” which seems both prescient 
and early in its estimation (regarding sex change operations, Demolition Man style VR sex, 
computer/phone dating and polyamory). More work for Playgirl is suggested to exist, though I’m unsure 
which ones made it into the LA/Kansas book.

It 
seems some material used here would have been culled for the L.A. Is The Capital of Kansas book and 
the Whore... collection. | have not seen a single issue. 


COAST — “Rock Critics Rule! And other startling music revelations.” Sent to me by Eddie Flowers. Profiles 
of the most notorious rock scribes pervade the piece. Meltzer appears more than once, and there is 
some new info to glimmer... 


NEW WAVE ROCK -— one issue of this from February 1979 has Tom Petty and Sid Vicious on the cover. 
This is the one you want. Inside, a picture of R. Meltzer, head shaved, with at-the-time gal pal Irene 
Cagen. Accompanying that... several early pomes or poems by Meltzer. 


Phonograph Record Magazine — have not seen much of these, admittedly... wait! | just found one from 
January 1978 and it’s excellent... pics of Meltzer in a suit jacket, repping VOM, w/ 77 comments on 
people and events of 77, namely of the musical variety. On the Fanclub feed. 


Throat Culture — #2 1990 Collectors’ Edition ... “Nick and Richard Shoot The Shit” This issue also includes 
the more-seen L.B. collected in Tranquility piece. 


New Music Monthly - July ‘98 "Richard Meltzer Reads Some Stuff" - Randall Roberts ... guess what? This 
is about “Rhymes With Seltzer” which is available on YouTube (and archive.org). A VHS tape with history! 
The thought lost-footage was talked about in Sound Collector #8. 


Magnet — Issue 47, Nov/Dec 2000. “War All The Time” ... also found in the book The Boy Who Cried 
Freebird, but this has lots of pictures while the book is bereft of photos. So I’d grab this one. 


Oui — Melter’s trip to Goa, India! February 1973 issue.. 
OZ — “The Stones, the Beatles, and Spyder Turner’s Raunch Epistemology,” January 1968 issue. 


SPIN — plenty, the best being his takedown of Bruce Springsteen. “Dead Men Don’t Deconstruct” and 
Richard Grossman blurbage repeated by Byron Coley! “My Birthday...” which he shares with Donovan 
and Sid Vicious. Jazz CD box set reviews of Mingus, Chet Baker and others... Most of this is on 
archive.org. 


WET Magazine Gourmet Bathing and Beyond- December 1980 Issue 28 — “Fire” Issue... features Meltzer 
w/ “Apocalypse and How” ...Meltzer did not title it, I’ve heard. It’s a feature about the “Decline” film, LA 
Punk- NOT the same review of the same film found in an issue of Slash! 


FORCED EXPOSURE - stuff from LA is the Capital of Kansas, Frankie Parts 1 & 2, The Night (Alone)... plus 
neat illustrations. ALSO, jazz reviews, some of which pump up Richard Grossman.

All it had taken, in fact, was for Andy Shernoff to 
hand a demo to Richard Meltzer and Sandy Pearlman, music journalists and creative forces behind Blue 
Oyster Cult, whom he had befriended through his Teenage Wasteland Gazette, after which the group was 
signed to Epic. The spring of 1974 found the Dictators trying to build a live following at the Coventry, 
where their roadie, the wrestler "Handsome" Dick Manitoba, would frequently jump onstage, at first for 
encores of "Wild Thing" and "I Got You Babe," then gradually easing into a role as front man. "We liked it 
loud, hard, and fast," said Shernoff of their musical direction, which meant they had as much in common 
with Kiss as with the Ramones. Not that they gave it much more thought. As they settled in to record 
their debut album that summer of 1974, all they knew was that they were having a blast.

To Browne's displeasure Meltzer also recorded the evening that 
Nico abused her seventeen-year-old lover as he performed at the Dom, causing him to leave the stage 
virtually in tears. Nor did Meltzer omit the attraction that Jackson held for many of the gay men in 
Warhol's circle.

Bassist Andy Shernoff was the mastermind: he called the shots and wrote 
about bands like Blue Oyster Cult and The Velvet Underground in his fanzine, alongside legendary rock 
critics Richard Meltzer and Lester Bangs.

“gasser”’; Kinetic destruction is inherent in Kinetic success. Richard Meltzer “The Aesthetics of Rock,” The 
Age of Rock, edited by Jon Landau, 1969. 


The Trials Of Oz — related to OZ #8. 
Laughter's Gentle Soul — Billy Altman book. In the thank-yous here: Richard Meltzer and Irene Forrest. 


Geography, The Media & Popular Culture — The lyrics themselves are often deliberately obscured or 
obscure. After discussing the varieties of tongue-in-cheek self-censorship, particularly of references to sex 
and drugs, and rock as a mystic speaking-in-tongues, Richard Meltzer (AoR 1970, pl41) concluded: ‘words 


are necessary - but even more crucially - they are replaceable’. ...and... Lyrics are cited by recording artist 
in the text and by composer, date and publisher in parenthesis wherever this has been traceable. Many 
are quoted from transcriptions of recording, rather than published lyric sheets, so a measure of 
misunderstanding and richness of possible meaning is possible, which, according to Meltzer, is one of the 
music’s aesthetic joys. 


Who Is That Man? In Search Of The Real Bob Dylan — Richard writes early obits for Lou Reed and Dylan. 


Liveness: Performance In A Mediatized Culture — As [Lawrence] Grossberg (1992:131) puts it, “rock 
cannot be defined in musical terms,” for “there are, for all practical purposes, no musical limits on what 
can or cannot be rock ... There is nothing that cannot become a rock song or, perhaps more accurately, 
there is no sound that cannot become rock.”!? Richard Meltzer (1987 [1970]:270) had made a similar 
observation much earlier: “everything ... is contextualizable as rock.” Indeed, if the substitution of the 
string section for rock instrumentation on the Beatles’ recordings of “Yesterday” and “Eleanor Rigby” can 
be heard as rock, it is hard to imagine what musical sound could not be so contextualized. 


Song Cycle — Richard Henderson, Van Dyke Parks — Another critic prone to inflammatory statement, 
Richard Meltzer, also weighed in favorably on the Muzak comparison. \Interesting album!

Are The Kids All Right? The Rock Generation And Its Hidden Death Wish — Dylan quote involving 
freedom by leaving meaning as opposed to finding meaning. 


Metapop: Self-Referentiality In Contemporary American Popular Culture — Richard Meltzer notes a 
similar segment in the Beatles’ film A Hard Day’s Night in which John Lennon can be heard playing 
harmonica behind his own vocal on "I Should Have Known Better" (246). The goal in both cases is surely 
to ridicule the falsity of other musical dramatizations. In the video under discussion, this goal might 
account also for the laughably inept dancing during the performance scenes. 


Rock 'n Roll Babylon — ‘First Annual National Association of Rock Writers’ Convention’. Most came from 
America, two or three from Britain. They were there, it may be assumed, to assess the common problems 
of the rock writer. Among the questions discussed were the low rates of pay, the rock writer’s lack of 
negotiating strength, and the difficulties of dealing with conservative publishers and a fickle record 
industry. In four days, the writers held a number of sessions at which the arguments ranged far and wide. 
Richard Meltzer suggested, not entirely in jest, that record companies should pay for reviews. 


Simon & Garfunkel: Together Alone — Richard Meltzer in Rolling Stone called the song ‘the biggest 
metaphor bonanza of all time.’ It was the logical follow-up to ‘The 59th Street Bridge Song’ and Meltzer 
continued that ‘he probably decided that somewhere along the line he was gonna sit right down and 
write an epic testimonial to bridges in general and in particular to the metaphorical functions they 
perform.’ Sarcastic or what? 


Got A Revolution! The Turbulent Flight Of Jefferson Airplane — contains AoR and the Whore... collection 
in the bibliography. Referenced where, | can’t say. 


Martin Scorsese Presents The Blues: A Musical Journey — Richard in the acknowledgements... funny, but 
| seem to remember Richard telling me about a piece he did called “More Blues Please!” or something 


to that extent, and this might have been a good place for it, but | don’t see it here (or anywhere). I’ve 
heard it could be included in some San Francisco publication circa 2001, 2002, 2003... 


The Sex Revolts — Simon Reynolds and Joy Press. Talks of what Meltzer deemed “edge substances” ... If 
Morrison was a rocket, then his fuel was what Tosches’ buddy Richard Meltzer calls ‘edge substances’. 
Chemicals like LSD, peyote, amyl nitrate, dope, alcohol. Even more important, though, were the cultural, 
the literary toxins/intoxicants: Artaud’s Theatre of Cruelty, Blake’s ‘doors of perception’, Céline’s ‘journey 
to the end of the night’, Rimbaud’s ‘sacred disorder of the mind’. From these Romantic influences 
Morrison derived the idea of the artist as a ‘broker in madness’, an explorer of the frontier territories of 
the human condition. 


To Air Is Human: One Man's Quest To Become The World's Greatest Air Guitarist — B/ue Oyster Cult is 
said to have been the first band to use the gratuitous umlaut, or "rock dot" (gratuitous since the umlauts 
did not function to alter the pronunciation, and were grammatically incorrect), doing so at the 
suggestion of an influential rock critic named Richard Meltzer, who also wrote the lyrics to BOC's "Burnin' 
for You." ... leading to use for many other bands, ultimately parodied by Spinal Tap. 


RESearch, “Pranks 2” — Paul Krassner on Meltzer being Charles Manson’s bunkmate. Satire. 


Essaying Essays — “THIS BOOK STINKS!” — Gravity’s Rainbow ... the book literally has this scrawled on the 
cover. Meltzer had another written review of Gravity’s Rainbow, also... his opinion did not differ. 


Esthetics Contemporary — Allan Kaprow related: Richard Meltzer occupied a small utility room in the 
basement of a university. He turned it into Meltzer’s Clothing Store, where quantities of old clothes were 
hung or shelved in fixed proportions according to color, size, subject and, | believe, use. Anyone could take 
an article as long as it was replaced with something similar to a category, for instance, a violet tie for a 
sash of the same hue, or a pink sock and a blue one. That way the store retained its compositional 
integrity. There were dressing areas for men and women. (1962)

Diver was initially lambasted for 
exploiting Janis’ death, and for its cover art, a Robert Williams painting of Hendrix swimming toward a 
giant gaping and hairy clam at the bottom of the ocean. Jimi’s sizable endowment flutters in the current 
as a bright white glow comes from the bisexual bivalve’s center. “Big Muff Diver is more like it,” sneered 
writer Richard Meltzer. But its apparent misogyny was a misinterpretation; the cover symbolized 
Hendrix’s exploration of the spiritual side of sexuality, its fluidity in act and identity alike. 


Hardcore, Punk, And Other Junk: Aggressive Sounds In Contemporary Music —When /| was introduced to 
The Aesthetics of Rock, a book written by Richard Meltzer in his early twenties and at a time when rock 
music was barely a decade old, | was simultaneously enamored with its approach to taking rock music 
seriously, befuddled that such a battle needed to be waged, amazed by Meltzer’s youth, and angered by 
what | saw as gross misinterpretations of rock music. With decades between Meltzer’s youth and my 
own, | was, as Meltzer was before being, invigorated by youthful skepticism toward the establishment. 
And, although Meltzer was clearly on the outside at the time of his writing, he was, at the time of my 
consumption and in my naive opinion, part of the establishment at the time of my reading. Strange how 
time changes cultural position. (?) by one Eric James Abbey. 


Legends of Memphis Wrestling — Dave Meltzer, the nephew of rock critic Richard Meltzer, started the 
Wrestling Observer Newsletter in 1983 as an insider sheet that reported on the inner workings of the 
business. Many established wrestlers hated the “dirt sheets,” feeling that the reporting would ultimately 
decrease interest by both casual fans and true believers. Gilbert thought that newsletters such as the 
Observer and the Pro Wrestling Torch were an evolutionary part of the business and actively fostered 
relationships with the “smart fan” community. This, of course, resulted in more positive reporting for 
Eddie. Continental owner David Woods let Gilbert go after Eddie claimed he was injured, yet worked a 
date outside of the territory in Kansas City. 


The Beatles: Image And The Media — By 1969, the magazine was flourishing as its competitors fell by the 
wayside. Crawdaddy! debuted on the East Coast in February 1966, and was an important early voice on 
the music and culture of the time. Perhaps more closely tied to the underground than Wenner’s later 
publication, Crawdaddy! brought artistic criticism and the drug culture fully into play: issue #11 
(September/October 1967) included an essay by Richard Meltzer, “My Sergeant Pepper Trip,” that 
seemed little more than acid-induced stream of consciousness. 


Trademark Of Quality: A Music Blog — BoC and Nils Lofgren (E Street Band guy), Meltzer, Soft White

Awesome Almanac: New York — Blue Oyster Cult was the first group to be called “heavy metal,” when 
the group’s lyricist Richard Meltzer found the phrase in a book by William Burroughs (himself a native 
New Yorker, and an heir to the Burroughs adding machine for- tune, though he preferred shooting heroin 
in Tangier).

British fantasy author Michael Moorcock and Patti Smith, during her relationship with guitarist Allen 
Lanier. BoC. Yeah you need this right? 


The End-Of-The-Century Party: Youth And Pop Towards 2000 — Suggests comparing Nik Cohn to Meltzer. 


The Publish-It-Yourself Handbook: [Literary Tradition And How To] — more on Assembling, not much 
new from what’s noted above: The well-known rock critic Richard Meltzer sent us, as he explained, “a 
thousand pages of all different shit (including the only copy of the only novel | ever wrote) so each one- 
page thing is gonna be a whole different show-stopper.” 


Laughing In The Dark: A Decade Of Subversive Comedy — The Yippies — self-promotion and delusions of 
grandeur notwithstanding — represent the lighter side of Krassner. Inside the shadows lurks Charles 
Manson, who slashes his way into the Zeitgeist in 1969, sending his cult minions to slaughter Sharon Tate 
and her guests. Manson first writes to Krassner from prison, complaining about a piece in the Realist. The 
magazine, upon learning that Manson had spent time in Boys Town, published an apocryphal account, 
“Charles Manson Was My Bunkmate,” by Richard Meltzer. Manson is pissed off, protesting he was only 
there for two days. But the link is forged, and as the sixties give way to the seventies and Krassner finds 
himself in the middle of his life — a bit stuck and doing a lot of acid and dope — he feels more pressed 
than ever to be bad.

RICHARD GROSSMAN “1,2,3,4...” — not to be missed. Richard Grossman was a pal of Meltzer’s and a fine 
piano player with almost no peer- he defied categorization, etc; and he was good. This record is nice and 
so are the liner notes. Also see the extended obit that Meltzer gave him in The San Diego Reader, 
available online. 


MYRIAM GENDRON and DOROTHY PARKER — Not So Deep As A Well ... a lovely exercise in melancholy 
liner notes. 


CHARLES BUKOWSKI READS HIS POETRY CD — NOT the same Bukowski bit you read in Autumn Rhythm! 
But equally good. 


CAT POWER “MOON PIX” — (on shrink wrap) ... Presocratics or kitties? 

“GUITAR BOOGIE” ERIC CLAPTON, JEFF BECK, JIMMY PAGE — LIKE WOW! Just jake! 
SACCHARINE TRUST “WORLDBROKEN” — straight Burroughs in Pedro, man. 

THE BUGS “...THE BUGS” — repurposed later for the | Hate New Music book, to great effect. 


Disc — Disc is a collaborative project between Jay Lesser (akaLSR), Kid 606, and Drew Daniel and Martin 
Schmidt of Matmos. "the greatest work of electronic sound manipulation since Steve Reich's tape 
experiments" - Richard Meltzer (disc's 1st record 2xcd) ... never seen or heard, AND may be dubious!

Two guys playing, well, one of ’“em’s on saxophone, two saxes actually — soprano and baritone — and 
the other on piano. Free jazz, or free enough, in a certain sense very Coltrane-y, in others not at all. 


Lechusza, in his own wds., or those of a sympathetic colleague or lackey, “brings a subtle control over 
timbre, multiphonics, extended techniques, and a boundless melodic inventiveness to a comprehensive 
arsenal of wind instruments” — yup, he does. “Specially on baritone. 


Adler, meantime, “brings to the piano a harmonic richness and power taken from his years as an 
organist, coupled with a sensitivity to nuance and melody developed through years of study of Asian 
musics.”

Mike Watt and Byron Coley with their own respective takes on Spielgusher... record version only, not on 
CD. Um, GET IT. It’s fucking RICH! 


Richard is on other records like Breathe On The Living, the various VOM release out there, Voices of The 
Angels, English As A Second Language, and tapes of various readings... just uploaded the High Muck 
cassette! Wheeee! Smegma (as Borneo Jimmy)? Yup. Tropic of Nipples w/ Robert Pollard, uh huh. 
Flamin’ Groovies. See also Angry Samoans, Aerobitch (excellent Vom cover of “Electrocute Your Cock,”) 
Stalk-Forrest Group... “Borneo Jimmy” from The Dictators, Electric Frankenstein with their cover of 
same, “It Was Only a Handjob Irene” and “Adopt Me” by David Roter Method on Unknown Tongue 
Music, Gumball and Chop covered “She’s As Beautiful As A Foot.” The Forbidden Dimension w/ 
“Stairway To The Stars”... Eddie Starr w/ “It Ain’t Sweet To Me” by Meltzer and Bloom. Probably more... 
the High Muck tape also has an interview where R. briefly talks about Foreigner. Half Japanese is on that 
tape. So is Joan Jett.

You can download all of this from www.mp3.com/magmeat, [actually found nowadays on SoundCloud] 
including a little ditty called “Richard Meltzer Is My Fucking Hero” — | kid you not. But it couldn’t be me 
they’re talkin’ — like who the heck am | to merit an homage? If you go to Amazon.com, you'll notice 
there’s another Richard Meltzer, co-editor (w/ Cees Visser and Gerard Kan) of Echocardiography in 
Coronary Artery Disease (Developments in Cardiovascular Medicine, 80), Kluwer Academic Publishers 
(April 1988), usually ships within 4-6 weeks ($197.50). THAT’S who it’s gotta be addressed to. 


It’s raucous, it’s rawky, and above all RUDE, very rude. They’re telling this medical Meltzer, probably a 
doc or a SCIENTIST or somethin’, to come on over and fk them in the bt...ooh, naughty. On account of he’s 
their hero. (They’Il do anything for the dude.) 


The Terry in “Never Trust a Guy Named ‘Terry’ ” is Terry Terwilliger, quarterback for the old L.A. Dons of 
the All America Football Conference. And why not trust him? He threw SIX interceptions in a playoff 
game. 


This is my-t-good stuff...and it’s free! 


From the Meatsicks themselves- mouthpiece TAPKAE — The Artist Presently Known As Ed... 


The Magnificent Meatsticks were an utterly brilliant association of beer swilling, burrito eating, prog rock 
listening young fellas who were bored with the status quo in music and wanted to make hot sticky 
summer days hotter and stickier by entering the hallowed halls of Hog Heaven Studio in San Diego, shut 
the one door to the windowless room and not emerge until at least a string was broken or a drumhead 
pelted to resemble a dish, or until at least an equivalent of a Stone IPA 220z bomber was lost to 
perspiration, per man. 


The fact is, Ezekiel Bonham, the bass player most of the time, was a guitarist. And Leviticus Mitchell, the 
guitarist, usually would rather have played bass though he would chance playing drums too. And Hamm 
Rockett, the intellectual giant of the group, deigned to play drums. The best he could, that is, since he'd 
never done so prior to any of this. 


The ground rules for most of the time was that audio of all improvised performances would be recorded 
to a 2-track mix and could be edited and manipulated, and have some tracks added but those would 
have to be done in first takes so the improvised nature would remain intact. Premeditation was not 
allowed. 


The words were either improvised or in a few cases used bottom drawer lyrics that so far had found no 
other home. Prohibition in the Home was a pre-internet meme that grandma had in a box somewhere, 
itself a few decades old. 


The track Richard Meltzer really was reviewed by RM himself. It was legendary. 


Any recording to be done along these lines by the end of the Hog Heaven session on Sunday afternoon 
would be burnt to a CD and carried to Ezekiel Bonham's place for uploading to MP3.com. That was how it 
went. 


A real feedback loop of “liner notes” to be found at The San Diego Reader! 


More... 


Richard Meltzer is the crusty old rock critic who was a peer of Lester Bangs. He's heard it all and he 
stopped liking much rock after maybe 1974. So you have to go over the edge for a distinctly 
uncommercial sound such as this before you get a favorable if baited review such as this track actually 
got in the San Diego Reader in July 2000. Me and some buddies used to enjoy reading his completely 
hilarious and stream of consciousness nonsense that he wrote instead of bothering to come up with 
anything to say that he hadn't already said a million times. He happened to have reviewed a disk that | 
played on in 1997 as a session drummer. He completely skewered it because a press release by the 
songwriter had likened it to something the Beatles would have done if they had stayed together. (Yeah, 
what naiveté, right?) | had saved the clipping then but didn't know who he was till later. After that 
connection was made, the Magnificent Meatsticks, which existed only to help a few of us drinking 
buddies and prog music fans kill some Sunday afternoons, took advantage of the relatively new MP3.com 
site to post a bunch of nonsense like this. | emailed the Reader and told them of the existence of this track 
and just a week or two later, it was reviewed and in the paper! 


Neo Neos — Connie Voltaire wrote liner notes as “B. Seltzer -Punk Critic At Large” for the album “Oen 
Night In Basement” that makes for some idiotic reading- the album features a nice Mingus cover also 
with tweaked title, “Fabled of Faubus.” YouTube only. Another Neo Neos album, “Kill Someone You 
Hate,” features “Hitler Was A Nazi”- a sorta composite of “John Wayne Was a Nazi” and “They Saved 
Hitler’s Cock,” with some VOM dashed in at the end. Good record. 


Waxpaper — the Warner/Reprise upscale “tip sheet” sent to reviewers... nudge nudge, make w/ the non- 
ironic ad copy! Not sure if this was something he wrote for, or just something pressed on him and others 
to review things well. | wouldn’t mind seeing some examples of this shit.

Mike Watt’s Hoot Page & The Watt From Pedro Show- features original typed poems to be used in the 
Minuteman/Meltzer collab that never happened, and a podcast where you can hear Richard and Mike 
talk. He appears at least twice on the podcast, | think... There is also this guy who makes appearances, 
Austin Rich, a radio personality who reads sections of The Night (Alone), which is kind of cool. 


The San Diego Reader — sooo0000 much here, all really good. | think he’s almost at his best here- 
seething, hating, but trenchant in his documentation. Lucky this stuff all remains online. | saved all the 
stories | could find into a word document. Even original PDF scans are available, although the website is 
really clunky... 


Seattle Weekly — very similar to the smaller San Diego “Of Note” pieces, these aphorisms and 
conceptual bits switch names around a lot. Still, he did some original stuff that does more than confuse 
or entertain... an interview with Manitoba of The Dictators, a preview of Cat Power (I just discovered 
that Richard had a reading scheduled at The Crocodile in Seattle, opening for Chan Marshall), Henry 
Rollins as Ishmael from Moby Dick... The Everclear show preview had me busting out laffin’! For a Marky 
Ramone & The SpeedKings event, he changes the venue name- refers to Everett’s Tony V’s as Jimmy Z’s (I 
was an uncouth lout / cretin wandering around Everett, a port and mill town north of Seattle, for years)! 


Perfect Sound Forever — solid interview and preferred listening... many Blues recommendations. A 
second, more fussed with interview is also present, from a year or so ago. 


Tablet — Meltzer called the “Rabbi of Rock Crit” — okay. 


Brainwashed — covers Derek Monypeny, "The Hand As Dealt" ... “Titled after a phrase in Richard 
Meltzer's writings to do with an eternal sense of perseverance through sound, The Hand As Dealt is 
dedicated to Terry Riley, Don Cherry, Alice Coltrane, and Egyptian singer Umm Khoultoum” | can’t 
remember if the album described Meltzer or not in liner notes, but it is discussed in interviews. Nice, 
drone-y album. 


Mike Miliard at The Boston Phoenix — interview called “the fall guy” — includes a not often seen photo 
of Meltzer in a red shirt- the shirt of Richard Grossman? 


Dictators website — with “A BRIEF HISTORY OF OUR HERO” 
LA Weekly interview: Not Unless You’re Nuts! — check it out at The Richard Meltzer Fanclub. 


Bored Out — Ross Johnson interview about Panther Burns, Alex Chilton, Richard Meltzer, Nervous

One is not of interest, another is middling but 
fair, and another is stellar (outtasight). Title: 'The Beats: A Graphic History,' ‘Kerouac at Bat' and 'Digging' 


PowerPop Blog — Rock Writers Of The World Unite! Rockwriter’s Convention, Big Star played. 


Blurt — Spielgusher coverage? Webpage lost, unfortunately. | did a couple live show reviews for Blurt, 
once for Damo Suzuki and Ariel Pink, and they are now both reprinted in issues of Faux Wood Paneling. 
But hey now, | digress... 


Exotic Magazine — many PDFs of a clubsheet exist online, as Portland and surrounding burgs have or had 
a great number of strip clubs in the area in the early 2000s. Meltzer repurposed some pomes, some 
pieces... but most importantly, ANOTHER part of his yet-to-be-released novel “A World That Don’t Exist” 
is here as well, a great bit entitled “Bowling For Divas” ... it’s about bowling and opera. DON’T MISS IT! In 
addition, Viva Las Vegas has another book of interviews, which included R. (and a number of other 
Portland luminaries) around the time the Whore... collection came out. It’s also online. 


Tete Carre —- AN AMERICAN LOOK AT LA MUSIQUE QUEBECOIS ET FRANCAISE ... “Diane Dusfresne and 
Péloquin Sauvageau: Richard Meltzer's Quebec” uses a pretty large CREEM piece about Richard in 
Montreal to blast off from. Definitely a niche within a niche interest, but I’m all for it! 


Northern Fork Blog — /'m not impressed with my own writing and having close friends like Richard 
Williams, Richard Meltzer, David Aaron Clark and Eric Danville (who ARE brilliant writers) just makes it all 
the more difficult to sit down and bash something out. ... words of Howard Thompson, who seems to 
have done incredible work within the record biz beast. 


Peter Stanfield’s Blog — This guy has books but he tells me there are no Meltzer mentions- however, he 
tosses in some food for thought on his blog. 


Los Angeles Times — Melzer via Kristine McKenna and Alex Risken. A number of book reviews. 
Agony Shorthand — Jay Hinman review of “Whore..” 
Dynamite Hemorrhage — Tim Ellis review of “Whore...” / Take It! info. 


Blog To Comm / Black To Comm — many, many Meltzer factoids and hearsay pervade Chris Stigliano’s 
texts. His blog led me down avenues | otherwise might not have stumbled upon, like scans of Teenage 
Wasteland Gazette or the films of Lar Tusb, the Chris Burden episode of Hepcats From Hell... as an aside, 


his takes on “moom pitchers” and comics of all sorts (most times of the antiquated variety) have brought 
me some nostalgia for a world | didn’t experience. Chris created his own way of sorting, organizing and 
ranking gulcheral material in his own language that is grokable though usually highly volatile. Be warned! 
Or as Mel Lyman might say- WATCH OUT! 


Simon Reynolds —Simon’s own takes on The Noise Boys come to bury them, but not exactly with, like, 
malice. He appears to be in the Bangs camp when it comes to identifying brilliance. That is the safe bet 
overall, not going for last one standing. He did say it’s a shame that Meltzer is as slept on as he is, 
though. | like most of Simon’s books as he really pads out some interesting out-rock and non-rock music 
that | otherwise wouldn’t hear. 


The New Vulgate — Meltzer is one Rock Critic, in Joe Carducci’s mind, who should have kept going while 
many, MANY others should have stopped. On Joe’s blog, he mentions one LA Reader bit where Meltzer 
basically reprinted Joe’s own PR prose for a Henry Rollins gig, basically certifying Carducci as a great 
writer in the making. And make no mistake- he is. His tomes are immense and well worth owning, 
studying, and exuding. Joe’s last major post mentioned Meltzer’s opinion of Jann Wenner, who had just 
made a fall from grace.
